The Big Four foreign ministers may not come 
to any hard and fast agreement on disarmament, 
a main item on the agenda for their meeting in 
Geneva late this month, bu* the door will probably 
be kept open to an agreement eventually. 
This 
conclusion is based on both President Eisenhower s 
letter of October 12 to Soviet Premier Nikolai A. 
Bulganin and on statements of October 16 by both 
Russian and American participants in disarmament 
negotiations, 
In his letter to Bulganin, President Eisenhower 
conditionally agreed to a Soviet proposal for a U. S.- 
Soviet exchange of ‘ inspection teams at key points 
In our countries.” 
We could accept that proposal, 
wrote the President, if Bulganin felt that its ac* 
ceptanee ‘ would help to create the better spirit ’ 
the President had advocated on July 21 at the 
Geneva “summit” conference 
At Geneva President Eisenhower had proposed 
the exchange of “complete blueprints of our mili­ 
tary establishments” and mutual 
aerial reconnais* 
nance.” 
Bulganin on the same day countered with 
an abbreviation of the Russian disarmament plan 
which had been broached at a I . N disarmament 
aubcommittee session in London on May IO, 
Bulganin in a letter to President Eisenhower 
of September 19 wrote that 
in principle, we have 
no objections” to the Eisenhower plan. 
But he 
wanted exchange of information on all weapons 
"conventional as well as nuclear ” 
More import­ 
ant. he called for aerial inspection of * all armed 
forces and military installations” of nations allied 
with the U. S and with Russia 
And he repeated 
the Soviet insistence on a ban on atomic weapons 
and an agreement on “arms levels.” 
But the United States does not want to go be­ 
yond the Eisenhower plan until a workable inspec­ 
tion plan has been devised 
And the Russians have 
yet to specify what sort of inspection system they 
would accept 
These were the major hurdles that 
remained as the U. N. disarmament subcommittee. 
which has been holding sessions in New York ad­ 
journed on October 7 to await the outcome of the 
Geneva parley.

convicted A m ericans has been consistently lenient. I* S 
pres* reports have stated that the I , S 
side. before 
agreem ent was reached on the return of civilians of both 
sides had dem anded at the talks that all the A m ericans 
who com m itted crim e* in China he released within a 
specified period and that this dem and was firm ly reject­ 
ed by the Chinese side 
“ A demand like this is bound to he rejected by the 
Chinese side 
It is an inviolable sovereign right of any 
rountry to deal w ith cases of convicted foreign nationals 
in accordance w ith its laws 
China will not concede to 
any dem and th at encroaches on its sovereignty. 
Since 
the agreem ent on the question of the return of civilians 
was reached after the Chinese side firmly rejected this 
dem and, there is absolutely no reason why the dem and 
should be repeated after the agreem ent ” 


Thi* Geneva conference i* lost in the silences of 
censorship. 
The 
American 
people 
have 
not 
the 
slightest idea as to what is happening at this confer­ 
ence. 
I get som e idea of it bv reading what occa­ 
sionally appear* in I Hm«*. The Stale Department pur­ 
sues a policy of deadly silenre. 
But the conference 
continues. 
It may last forever. 


The Peking article gives this side of it: 
“ According to facts adm itted by the U. S. State De­ 
partm ent, there are, obviously, still many Chinese na­ 
tionals in the U nited States who up until now do not dare 
to apply to retu rn hom e because of the long y ears of 
Intimidation and persecution. 
That is why it w as neces­ 
sary to stipulate, in the agreem ent on the return of civil­ 
ians. that a third country assist those desiring to go 
home. 
China has invited the Republic of India to assist 
Chinese nationals in the United States to return. 
"The agreem ent concerning arrangem ents for the 
third country has just begun to he put into effect, but 
the U. S. State D epartm ent alleges that the leaving of 
the three Chinese nationals is the ‘la s t’ group. 
This ob­ 
viously contradicts the* whole spirit of the agreem ent 
i f f reached by both sides. 
There a re m any Chinese nation- 
• als in the United States. W hether they can exercise their 
rights ter return hom e or not is a trial of U. S. sincerity 
about carrying out the agreem ent.” 
The fact is that any Chinese student in the United 
States who wises to leave this country can do so. and all 
who wanted to leave a re gone. 


This is au interesting example of how confusing sim ­ 
ple international issues can become. 
A conference is 
called to arrange for a return of hostages. 
The 
rounter-claini is made that I hinese students in the 
United States are also held as hostages. 
Then there 
I* a silence. 
A few Americans are released; a few 
Chinese students in the United States elect to return 
to China. 


Then other issues are raised. 
What are the other 
ssues? Presumbably the question of recognition is diss- 
cused. What is said? No one tells us. Does the State 
D epartm ent want us to forget this prolonged Geneva 
conference until the American people are faced by a 
fait accom pli?

Senator E stes Kefauver.

Stassen in 1948 The Dewey victory 
finished off Stassen that year. But 
a com parable Stevenson victory, 
if he wins it will not only finish off 
Kefauver. 
It will also finish off 
C arm ine 
D eSapio’s 
rath er com ­ 
plicated strateg y for nom inating 
Averell 
H arrim an. 
After 
that. 
Stevenson w ill alm ost be nom inated 
by acclam ation 
Crux Of Problem 
The p rim aries, in short, are the 
crux of Stevenson's problem . They 
are a g reat potential source of 
strength to him as well as a grave 
potential d anger. O ther Stevenson 
advisers less courageous and poli­ 
tically toKgh than Daley persist in 
looking only at the risk of the pri­ 
m aries. They will not look at the 
p rim arie s’ prom ise for their m an. 
The reason for this, no doubt, is 


their feeling that a very big bird 
in the hand is w orth two birds in 
the bush. 
The truth is th at the odd little 
political organization 
which 
has 
form ed 
around 
Adlai 
Stevenson 
can already count up so much 
convention strength th at real risk- 
taking. in prim aries or elsewhere, 
quite 
naturally 
seem s 
repellent. 
Significantly, the real base of 
this Stevenson strength is in th# 
southern and border states, which 
he has been quietly but effectively 
cultivating for the last four years. 
Such leading southerners as Sen­ 
ator Richard Russell are actually 
expected to announce 
for 
him. 
Even after allowing fo r the possi­ 
ble defection of President Trum an 
in Missouri, the Stevenson cam p 
cotints on a couple of hundred 
•outhern and border state dele­ 
gates. 
There are lots of other state* 
outside the South, like Pennsyl­ 
vania, New Jersey, Indiana. Kan­ 
sas and of course Illinois, wher# 
the key leaders are solidly com ­ 
m itted to Stevenson. These states 
bring the delegate count ot 475, or 
within shooting distance, already, 
of a clear and final victory. 
Delegate-counting at this early 
stage is of course much m ore of 
a parlor gam e than a practical 
political pursuit 
But Stevenson * 
lead ai the beginning of the rac# 
is clearly com m anding. And this 
lead is also reinforced by another 
kind of advantage, which seem s to 
this reporter even m ore im portant.

I# 
a tim e, in short, when the elec­

vanilla, 
Stevenson looks like being vanilla. 
Furtherm ore, with the exception 
of the probably unavailable Chief 
Justice 
W arren, 
Stevenson 
now 
looks m ore like vanilla than any 
Republican candidate who is now 
being 
considered. 
In 
these c ir­ 
cum stances. the Stevenson cam p 
ought to he confidently jubilant 
and spoiling for the fight ahead.

the biggest reason for doubt as to 
Stevenson's prospects.

The*e photo* .show partially the extent of the wreck­ 
age of an accident in which five persons died yester­ 
day morning on I S JO in LaVale when a lunawav 
tractor-trailer plowed into a carload of four persons 


killed all of them, then struck another truck and de­ 
capitated its driver. One axle and wheels of the big 
truck are visible in both pictures. At left, workmen 
remove part of the 20 tons of sheet metal which was 


being hauled by the truck and which was strewn 
about the highway by the impact. At right, other 
workers remove a splintered utility pole, broken off 
like a matchstick when the jack-knifing trailer hit 


it. The same photo shows (far left) a bulldozer which 
was being hauled on the dump truck. The big ’dozer 
was thrown oft the truck and dumped, upside down, 
onto the lawn at left.
